For a moment try to realize 
that Christ, the God-man, the Re- 
deemer of the world, the Savior of 
your apd my soul, teek bread into 
His hands and pronounced that sen- 
tence, “This is My body.”

The National Executive Committee of the Legion 
was in session at Indianapolis May 19th and 20th. The fol- 
lowing is taken from “The Indianapolis News’” account of 
the meeting, date of May 21: 

“The resolution stating the ane of the Legion on 
matters involving creed or belief was discussed in closed 
session. Before that resolution was adopted, a resolution 
denouncing the Knights of the Ku Klux Klan was intro- 


duced by Henry D. hindsley, of New York. Mr. Lindsley 
was the second national commander of the Le ‘gion. 


“After Mr. Lindsley’s resolution was introduced, and 
before a vote was taken, the Rev. William P. O’Connor, 
of Cincinnati, national chaplain of the Legion, who was in 
the meeting, arose and spoke against adoption, on the 
pe a that nothing should be done which might cause the 
zion to be torn by interna! strife over re ligious or racial 
questions. He spoke briefly but « 
of the resolution, and asked the 
record in such a manner. 


“The Lindsley resolution was dropped, and in its place 
the following resolution was passed: 


“The American Legion in national executive 
wishes the citizens of our beloved country to know that it 
must consider as unfriendly to our nation any individual 
group or organization which condemns a comrade because 
of creed or belief.” 


For some time there has been agitation of this question 
in the ranks of the Legion; and, undoubtedly, enough votes 
could have been mustered to put the Legion on record as con- 
demning the Klan. A Catholic priest prevented the 
tion from being put to a vote! This is certainly returning 
good for evil, and it gives evidence of the desire of the Cath- 
olic Church throughout the country to harmony 
between all classes of citizens, rerardless religious 
beliefs.
